Tom Pickett, executive vice 
prsident of NCA. said the coal 
industry "observes a wide- 
spread and apparently coordin- 
ated movement to convert coal- 
fired boiler rooms under gov- 
ernment control to oil or na- 
tural gas. 

Move Disturbs Industry 

"To justify such a change, 
which in most cases is contrary 
to both economy and logic, com- 
pletely unrealistic figures often 
are submitted for labor, main- 
tenance and other other costs 
of operating coal-fired boilers 
as compared with other fuels," 
Mr. Pickett said. These figures, 
particularly sums charged to 
the labor costs, are frequently 
tar out of line with experience 
of private industry. 

"This move naturally disturbs 
us, for it threatens an impor- 1 
taut market for coal. But still 
more disturbing — if the govern - 1 
menl's figures are accurate — is 
the appalling inefficiency and 
waste of manpowei in the op- 
eration of government boiler 
rooms. The cure is not another 
fuel, but better operating pro- 
cedures and effective supervis- 
ion. 

"Proposals to abandon the 
economical, efficient use of coal 
ignore the fact that competing 
fuels will almost certainly be 
scarce in national emergencies," [ 
Mr. Pickett continued. "In two 
world wars, coal has been the 
only fuel in ample supply for 
jail emergencies. It just is not 
good sense to substtiute m un- 
reliable fuel for coal in gov- , 
ernment instasations which are 
important now and may be ab- 
soutely vital in emergency." 

Conferences Requested 

NCA has requested more con- j 
ferences with top-level govern- 
ment officials to point out the 
economies of coal burned in 
modern efficient equipment and 
the need to maintain a fuel 
supply for government installa- 
tions which would not be cut off 
by shortages or blockade in time 
of national emergency. 

Since the greatest number of 
the proposed conversions in- 
volves Army installations, Mr. 
Pickett and Glynn L. Coryell, 
NCA director of engineering 
have carried the coal industry’s 
fight to Assistant Army Secre- 
taries Frank H. Higgins ard 
Dewey Short. The Army offi- 
cials promised them further op- 
portunity to present coal’s ca-:e 
to persons who set policy on the 
choice of fuels at government 
installations.
